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Using the ruler and pencil, make a series 
of straight lines going up and down, at ex- 
actly equal distances apart, over the image 
you want to blow up. Let’s say half an inch in 
this case. Next, draw a series of sideways 
lines, also half an inch apart. It should look 
like a bunch of perfect squares, almost likea 
checkerboard! Mark the sideways lines with 
A, B, C, D and so on. Mark the up-and-down 
lines with 7, 2, 3 and so on. That way, you 
can keep track of all the boxes! For instance, 
the top left square would be named A7. The 
one below it is B7. Get it? 


Now draw just the grid on a sheet of pa- 
per, except space the lines twice as far 
apart: a whole inch. Mark the grid with let- 
ters and numbers the same way. Now very 
carefully, transfer the lines that you see in 
the first box with my picture, A7, into the 
new, bigger checkerboard. Try to draw it as 
exact as you can. See? If you just draw the 
very simple line that appears in the little 
box, it makes it easier to draw the exact 
same line twice the size in the new, bigger 
box! Then, move on to the next box, A2/ 
Keep going till you've filled in the entire
